Conclusion of the Eastern jun- 
ior college debate conference to- 
day found Santa Ana, Riverside, 
and San Bernardino forensic 
squads deadlocked for the league 
championship. All three teams have 
won three and lost one conference 
debate. 

The situation will make it neces- 
sary for run-off matches to be 
held in the near future to settle the 
ship, Coach Robert S. Farrar said 
today.

During the first round last sem- 
ester, the local affirmative won 
from Riverside in the season’s first 
match. The only other debate of 
the round that Santa Ana parti- 
cipated in, was lost to the Chaffey 
affirmative. Thus the first round 
of debate ended with the score 
one all for Santa Ana.

‘Several weeks ago El Don reported the death of 
Harry Clayton, graduate of Santa Ana junior college, 
who passed away at Tucson, where he was enrolled 
-. at the University of Arizona. Last week local papers 

- earried news of the death of Allen Kidder, prominent 
_ Santa Ana student who has been attending the Univer- 
sity of Southern California. 
Today we are reprinting here the excellent editor- 
- ial commenting on the deaths of these two student 

leaders which appeared in The Register a few days ago. 
Entitled “Youth Is Always Ready,” it provides much 
food for thought and is a fine tribute to the young men: 

In the grim business of publishing the day-by-day 
history of a community, a newspaper necessarily details 
tragedy and disaster and despair. 

One of these is death. 

Other columns today record the passing of Allen 
Kidder, one of Santa Ana’s student and athletic leaders; 
another article was in the paper only a few days ago, 
after Harry Clayton, a youth of the same lofty ideals, 
had been called. 

Death is never simple to explain nor understand. 
Why the lives of these young men, with so many full- 
some years ahead, should be snuffed out is inexplicable. 
Frankly, The Register gropes for words that might help 
assuage the grief of their parents and loved ones. 

Surely these boys had everything for which to live 
and every right to expect to live. They represented all 
that. was good and clean and purposeful. It was their 
type of young manhood to which others looked for guid- 
ance; it was to them a distressed and troubled world soon 
would ask for leadership since intelligence, education, 
application and perseverance seem the one sure way out. 

How grateful then these distressed parents must be 
to know their boys were headed along the right path; 
that they were carrying the torch for humanity; that 

_ when called they were helping rather than hindering 
society. They were seeking knowledge of which there 
is so little.
